OBJECTS TO EXPECTS 


is Coufuioo to Bandit 


Tariff or Trust FroMem—Sup- 


ports Dr. Wifej's Start. 


Sioux City, la., Sept. IS. — Firm 


support for Dr. Hanrey W. Wiley in 
'his controversy over the enforcement 
of the pure food laws of our country, 
stood out prominently in a speech bv 
Governor Woodrow Wilson, made at 
the interstate fair. 


The governor drew attention tc 


what he conceived to be the ineffec- 
toalitr of boards of experts, sncb. as 
the board of chemists established un- 
der the administration of President 
Roosevelt. He used it as an il!ustra-< 
tlon of his objection to a commission 
or board of experts to handle either 
the tariff or the trust problems of 
the day. 


Governor Wilson voiced for 
the 


rirst time his objection to the tariff 
board Idea as contained in the Re- 
publican as well as the Progressive 
platforms, declaring it would mean 
"a postponement 
of tariff legisla- 
tion." " 


He turned early in his speech 
tc- 
the pure food question. 


"Everybody now suspects," 
said 


he, 'and tne suspicion is based UPOE 
a great many facts that can be es- 
tablished by proof, that these purr 
food laws ace. not lived up to. that 
the inspection is not alwavs what it 
ought' to te,;and that a great man-, 
things are.-jperniitted to 
be 
done 
which, nullify the pure food laws. 


"I suppose that most of you know 


that a great controversv arose 
be- 


cause Dr. Wiley, who was in charge 
of the pure food administration ob- 
jected to the use of benzoate of soda 
m certain things that were sold to 
you. particularly in cans for food. 
Xow a very nice thing occurred. The 
gentlemen who wanted to use ben- 
zoate of soda persuaded the presi- 
dent. Mr. Roosevelt, that this was a 
scientific question and therefore he 
ought to have a board of chemists to 
determine it- 


"And Mr. Roosevelt 
picked 
OUT 


some of the most eminent and hon- 
est chemists of this countrv head- 
ed by a personal friend of mine the 
president of Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity, and submitted to them thi* 
question: 'is benzoate of soda hurt- 
nil to the human stomach or to the 
human digestion when taken inter- 
nally?' 
Observe that that was the 


only question submitted to 
them 


and that was exactly what the peo- 
ple who wanted to use benzoate of 
soda for wrong purposes wanted to 
limit the inquiry to. These gentle- 
men had to say that benzoate of 
soda in itself was not harmful to 
«•«* human system, as I believe it Is 
not. 
.

"But they were not asked 
the 
question: 'Can benzoate of soda be 
need to conceal putrefaction: can j: 
be used in things that have gone bad 
to conceal the fact that they have 
gone bad, and to induce people to 
put them in their 
stomachs after 
the- had gone bad?' 


"They were not asked that ques- 
tion, because if they had they would 
have said: 'Yes. it can be used in 
that way, and Dr.. Wilev knew that 
it w as so used in that way.' 


"I want to warn the people 
of 


this country to beware of commis- 
sions of experts. I have lived with 
experts all my life- and I know thai 
experts don't see anything 
excepf 


what is under the microscope, under 
their eye. Thev doa't even perceive 
what is under their nose, and an ex- 
pert feels in honor bonnd to con- 
fine himself to the particular ques- 
tion yon have asked him. 


"Suppose you-wanted to settle thp 


liqnor-question by asking a bodv of 
experts whether alcohol Is poison or 
not. 
i believe thev would have to' 
tell you that if is not. 
, 


"But does that settle the liqnor 


question? There are a great manv 
that you can take into your stomach 
that are not poison that will make 
you crazy." 


Tarninsr to trusts, the speaker dis- 


tinguished betw«>en big business and 
trusts 
He referred to the success of 


Andrew Carnegie in the steel busi- 
ness and declared that when "Car- 
negie's competitors found they could 
not undersell him because he had 
more brains in running the busine=s, 
they bought him out at four or five 
times the value of his property and 
then In what they charged afterward 
for the product, they made us pay 
Interest on the four or five times the 
amount of the value of the property 
which they had pa'd him. 
"There i« a difference between a 


bin business and a trust. A trust is 
a bii? business that has an arrange- 
ment to get rid of competition, and 


a big business survives competition 
by con<i«ering ia. the field of intelli- 
gence and economy- I ant for big 
bnsiness and against the trusts."

FIFTY INJURED 


IN TOE WRECK 


Liverpool. Sept. IS.—Sixteen per- 


sons were killed and 50 injured by 
the derailing last night of the ex- 
press from Chester to Liverpool ai 
Ditton Junction. The train had pass- 
ed over the bridge spanning the Mer- 
sey and was running down the in- 
cline when the engine jumped the 
rails and crashed into the buttress 
of a bridge spanning the line. 


The coupling of the car next the

with terrific force and were wreck- 
ed.

Union soidier as its candidate it was 
indeed dead. And four years later it 
elected its candidate for president. 


New Partiaa Require Tima. 


To build up a new party requires 


time and great issues. The Topulist 
party was in a fair way of successful 
achievement when it made the mistake 
of fusing. Its members were more 
anxious to hold office than to accom- 
plish a great work. It fused la ISOfi 
when it nominated Bryan. That sound- 
ed its deathtnell. But before that it 
fused with the Republicans in Demo- 
cratic states and with Democrats In 
Republican states. 


A new party cannot "be built upon 


those lines. Because there Is no possi- 
bility of affiliation between either of 
the old parties and the Progressives 
(as lonjf as Roosevelt runs them) it is 
possible for the new party to lire for 
a time. But there will be a strong 
drift toward ancient moorings after the 
results of the election are known.

Tokio. Sept. IS.—The double fuueral 


of General Coant Marsuke Xogi. su-

TUG RESCUES 


AVIATOR LOST 


IN DENSE FOG 


Chicago, September, IS.—Circling 
round and round in the asr like a. 
huge bird blinded by s. storm -that fi- 
nally settled down exhausted on the 
water. Al J. Engle. driving a hydro- 
plane, yesterday afternoon flew aim- 
lessly over Lake 
Michigan in a 
dense fog until his gasoline was ex- 
hausted, and was finally rescued 15 
miles off shore, floating in his dis- 
abled machine. 
Engle suffered merely a soaking 


when his air boat settled down upon 
the water. 
For three hours he flew in grad- 


ually -widening circles, trying 
to 


pierce the fog and strike a course 
landward. Finally, sighting the 4- 
mile crib on h!s port side, he started 
straight away, thinking he was head- 
Ing for land. Instead, he was point- 
ing directly out In the 
lake, and 


when he realized that he was in a 
most perilous position his 
engine 
began to cough, telling him that the 
gasoline was exhausted, and then, 
just like a. lireA bird, 
he settled 


down into the water and waited for 
the help that was more than an hoar 
corning to him. 


Eagle had moored his air boat at 
Clarendon Beach and started to fly 
to Grant Park for the hydroplane 
events which were scheduled to be-- 
gin at three o'clock. 


He calculated that -he would ar- 
rive at Grant Park in about nan an 
hour and first flew directly out over 
the lake in order to be sure to clear 
the shore line further south. 
Less than 
z. quarter of a mile 


from shore he was enveloped in the 
dense fog and from then until he 
was picked up he was lost. Engie- 
sitting on his machine, was towed 
into port by a tug.
